this time. 

Many remedies depend upon this idea 
of transmission to some person or inani- 
mate 

In Lancashire, the warts may be rubbed 
with a cinder, whieh must then be 
wiapped in paper and dropped at cross- 
roads. Whosoever picks it up will get 
the warts. : 

In Lusatia, certain marine 
tions picked up on the beach are used in 
the same way, with the addition of the 
formula,‘‘ln the name of the Father,” ete, 

In Lower Brittany, small buttons are 
made of slate, and the credulous peasants 
count out as many as the number of their 
warts, Inclose them in paper, to look like 
a toll of pennies, and throw this away on 
the first road, believing that the person 
who shall pick up the deceptive package 
will take the warts with him: 

In Deux Sevres, as many pebbles as 
there are warts are placed ina cavity in 
the wall, in the hopes that some one will 
get them and the warts... 

The Lusatian peasant will tell you to 
go into the forest, where the branches are 
m-ved by the breeze, to take a clod of 
dirt heated by the sun, pass it thrice over 
the warts in the name of the Father, etc., 
and come away. 

Another class of remedies depends on 
the transference of the troublesume viel- 
tors to some object that will speedily de- 
cay. 

I have heard, when a boy, that a piece | 
of beef would cause them to „ it 
they are rubbed with itand the beef bur- 
led. There are many variations in this 
remedy in various parts of the world, It 
is, perhaps, the most popular cure of all 
those given. 0 

In Northumberland, Devonshire and 
Lancashire, the beef should be stolen, and 
in Deux Sevres, two pieces must be used, 
and then tied together. In Lancasbire it 
isnot buried, but must becarefully nailed 
upon a gate post ata point where four 
lanes end, or any other secure place, and 
suffered to decay. Ia Devonshire the 
beef must be thrown over a wall and your 
left shoulder at the same time. 

Pork or lard is substituted for beef in 
many places. In Scotland, stolen bacon 
is necessary, and lard from a male pig ia 
the Vosges mountains, buried deep in the 
grourd. In Lower Brittany you must 
steal a plece of lard from your neighbor’s 
chimney, taking care not to be caught at 
it, rub the warts with it and put it in a 
manure pile. Nerman ts use a 
pork rind, and put it in a rutin the road; 


when a carriage passes over it a cure is 
iusured.
